GOV'T PRICE FIXING 


There is to be an end put to the 
prices of 


continued advance in the 
commodities which the Canadian peo- 


ple must buy for their daily living. 


The cost of living is to be pegged at 
somewhere around its present level. 

Starting on November 17, ro person 
will be permitted to sell any goods or 
supply any service at a price higher 
than the maximum charged in the 
four weeks from September 15 to Oct- 
ober 11 of this year. In other words 
prices are to be peggéd at the level 
they have already reached. Except in 
cases where minimum prices are fix- 
ed, prices will be free to fall below 
the ceiling established. 

It is obvious that this should put a 
complete cessation to labor strikes. 
most of which have been based on 
grievances over the increasing cost of 
living. It should exert a strong anti- 
inflationary influence, 

The prime minister hinted that fur- 
ther stiff regulations are under ‘con- 
sideration to control private spend- 
ing. He suggested that present meas- 
ures only apply incidental control ov- 
er such spending which is greater to- 
dy than when the war started. War 
necessity henceforth is given the 
main track over civilian considera- 
tions. The country is geared to war 
and money spent on non-essentials is 
lost to the war effort.

“A man of sterling character. First 
Mayor of town. First Justice of Peace. 
All old timers remember the thrill 
when Mr and Mrs Lambert gave their 
Annual Mayor’s Ball.” 

As a tribute to Mr and Mrs Lambert 
the Park was named in their honor 
and since about 1926 has been known 
as Lambert Park. 

Following Mr Lambert’s retirement 
the business was carried on by his 
younger son Arthur who made a bril- 
liant record in his pharmacy course 
at Alberta University. 

At the outbreak of war Arthur felt 
impelled to join His Majesty’s Forces 
and is now stationed at Brandon, 
Manitoba, for further training. 

Thus has come about the change in 
Strathmore’s Main Street. We hold in 
deepest respect and gratitude the in- 
fluence of the Lambert Family, while 
at the same time welcoming warmly 
Mr and Mrs Thurston and son to our 
Town.

RURAL MECHANICAL COURSES FOR FARM BOYS 


Farm boys between the ages of 16 
and 30 who live in the Gleichen Area 
have a wonderful opportunity to im- 
prove their knowledge of farm motors, 


farm machinery, blacksmithing and 
carpentry by attending the Rural 
Mechanical Course to be held in 


Gleichen from November 10th to Dec- 
ember 20th, under the Dominion-Pro- 
vincial Youth Training Programme. 
Conducted under the Extension Ser- 
vice, Department of Agriculture, this 
school will provide instruction and 
training in subjects relating to agri- 
cultural engineering. 

Agriculture in Western Canada is 
becoming more mechanized and there 


is a greater need for the individual 
farm operator to understand the ad- 
justment nd care of the various pieces 
of farm machinery he is using. The 
efficient operator must also be in a 
position to do ordinary farm _ black- 
smithing and should have a general 
knowledge of wood and farm carpen- 
try. The purpose of the Rural Mechan- 
ical Course is to provide just this im 
formation and instruction, It is not in- 
tended to make experts out of the 
young men who attend, but it will 
give them the basic principles under- 
lying’ the care and operation of farm 
motors and the farm machinery ordin- 
arily used in the district. Blacksmith- 


ing is a trade in itself which takes 
years to learn, but with a few weeks 
practice under expert guidance, al- 
most anyone can learn to do simple 
blacksmithing. Some knowledge of 
carpentry is also most useful on the 
farm. Instruction in general agricul- 
ture will also be given by competent 
authorities. 

Boys attending the course will live 
in town or at home; they may stay at 
home and drive to school in the morn- 
ings and back in the evening. Finan- 
cial assistnce, is available in neces- 
sitous circumstances, Shops will be. 
fitted up with modern tools and com- 
petent instructors will be on hand.

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@Tobacco Crop In 1941— 

The first estimate of Canadian to- 
bacco production in 1941 shows a tots, 
al of 74,875,700 pounds, or 13,739,600 ° 
pounds more than in 1940. The 1941 
crop was produced on 69,140 acres. 
There is only a small carry-over into 
the new crop year of unsold tobacco 
from the 1940 crop and the marketing 
outlook for all types is favourable. 
Arrangements have been made with 
the United Kingdom Board of Trade 
for the shipment to Britain of eight 


million pounds of unmanufactured 
Canadian tobacco.
